Dear Editor and Friends: 

| have just received a copy. 
of The Elba Clipper of which 
1 am an ardent reader. I 
receive a copy of the paper 
every Tuesday and always 
look forward to receiving 
it. The thing that has been 
of particular interest to me 
is comments and _ letters 
from the hometown boys in 
the service, and what they 
have been doing. 

J am assigned to Group 
LV Regulating Station, Camp 
Hatheway, Washington, 
and have been going to 
railroad school for the last 
two months. I can’t tell 
you any of the particulars 
of my training as it is re- 
stricted information. The 
men in my outfit are spe- 
cially picked men and all 
have qualifications for O. C. 


iS., but very few will go as 


their services are more suit- 
able in this particular 
branch of the service. About 
40 per cent of the men are 


college graduates, and 
nearly all the rest were in 
college when they were 


called into the service. 

It took us 414 days to get 
here from the Reception 
Center in Atlanta. While on 
this trip I learned what cold 


weather and snow really 
were. Give me Alabama 


any time and I will be sat- 
isfied. When we arrived at 
our destination it was rain- 
ing nearly every day until 
about two weeks ago. The 
weather is very pleasant 
now and the country is very 
beautiful, especially the ap- 
ple orchards and mountains. 
We are only about ten 
miles from Portland, Ore- 
gon, which is a very large 
city and seaport. I have 
seen several ship launchings, 
one which was launched by 
Gail Paige, the movie ac- 
tress, and have seen many 
ships from friendly nations, 
all of which is quite an ex- 
perience for a Southern boy.

It was and is unselfish 
and sacrificial devotion to the eter- 
nal welfare of those who merited 
only judgment. We do not love un- 
til we reflect that quality in our 
lives. 

Such love casts out fear. Fellow- 
ship is impossible in an atmosphere 
of fear, but love rules it out. In 
Christ we realize that God first 
loved us, and then our hearts go out 
in warm devotion to him. 

Not only does the Christian no 
longer fear the day of judgment, 
but he is unafraid in the present 
evil world. This is not because of 
his own strength or ability, but be- 
cause through faith in Christ he is 
“in God,"’ and ‘‘as He is, so are we 
in this world’’ (v. 17). No more 
perfect or blessed ground of assur- 
ance could possibly be provided. Let 
us recognize our position in Him, 
and be strong and unafraid,

They can be control- 
led by adding five pounds 
of black leaf 40 to 100 Ibs. 
of calcium arsenate. Mix by 
placing the caleium arse- 
nate in a tight drum; add 
the proper amount of black 
leaf 40 and agitate until all 
lumps disappear. Usually 
one application of this mix- 
ture will control the insects, 
but repeat if necessary. 
Boll worms and leaf 
worms can best be control- 
led by dusting the cotton 
with calcium arsenate while 
the worms are small. 


PROTECT PULLETS BY 
PROPER VACCINATION 
Auburn, Ala.— To pro- 

tect the spring pullet crop, 

Alabama farmers should 

vaccinate birds for fowlpox 

when they are from 8 to 12 

weeks of age, points out 

John Ivey, extension poul- 

tryman, Auburn. 

There are two methods 
of vaccination: the stab or 
stick method and the folli- 
cle method. In the stab 
method use a narrow sharp 
pointed knife or lancet with 
adhesive tape wrapped 
around the blade about 1-8 
of an inch from the point. 
Vaccinatioon is done by dip- 
ping this instrument into a 
bottle of vaccine and mak- 
ing a quick stab sufficient 
to penetrate the skin. The 
most convenient place to 
vaccinate by this method is 
on the outside of the leg 
near the knee joint. 

A variation of the stab 
method recently reported is 
the use of two sewing ma- 
chine needles pushed thru 
a cork with the points about 
', inch apart. When this 
instrument is used, the wing 
is stretched out and the web 
is pierced from the outside. 

To use the follicle meth- 
ed, several feathers are 
plucked from the front off 
the leg and the vaccine rub- 
bed into the empty feather 
follicles with a bristle brush 
or other suitable applicator. 

The reaction denoting the 
“vaccination take’ may be 
voticed in 7 to 10 days. The 
place of vaccination will 
show inflammation and la- 
ter the formation of a scab.

To combat boll weevil,

out the growing season. 


On light soils, the first 


as 10 per cent of the squares 
are punctured. On well- 
fertilized soils, dusting may 
be delayed until 15 to 25 
per cent of the squares are 
punctured. From 5 to 10 
pounds of calcium arsenate 
per acre will be needed for 
each dusting. Applications 
should be repeated every 
four or five days until the 
weevils are controlled. If 
poison is washed off within 
24 hours, repeat the appli- 
cation. Contrary to belief, 
the use of poison is most 
profitable in rainy seasons. 
After the cotton crop is 
set, one or two applications 
are usually necessary to 
protect young bolls. This 
makes from five to seven ap- 
plications needed to protect 
cotton throughout the sea- 
son. Dust can be applied 
any time of day or night 
when the air is still. It is 
not necessary for the plant 
to be wet with dew when 
the poison is applied.

In 
short, it is costing us $40.00 to $50.00 per day to let them 
have this Ice, and anybody should be able to figure where we 
would rather sell the Ice they are gettng. 


We are doing everything humanly possible to divide up 
the Ice we produce daily on an equal basis among the various 
communities that we are serving; that is, we’re trying to di- 
vide it where everybody will have-a chance to get some of it. 


We know that the amount we can let you have is not 
< eatietactory, but remember that nearly everything else— 
sugar, meat, Coffee, cooking oil, lard, shoes and hundreds of 
other items that you have been used to buying in unlimited 
quantities—are now short and the amounts you can buy are 
far from satisfying in most instances, 


When you feel like criticizing us, just remember there is 
a war on and that we are dong just as you; that is, we are 
trying to do the very best we can under a trying situation, 
and we assure you that the minute things ease up to the..point 
where we have enough Ice, we will immediately resume deliy- 
ery service on all routes all over our trade territory and give 
you the same service as in the past. 


Remember that before this war condition caught up with 
us we had a plentiful supply of Ice for everybody's needs, a 
low price and good service. ‘This we can guarantee you we 
will have again as soon as the war is over, as the congésted 
condition we are now enduring will cure itself almost over 
night and we will be knocking at your door again begging 
you to take some Ice.
